5. Control diseases and insects. 
Even though such controls are 
known, they are not applied in large 
areas of the world. 

6. Distribute farm 
where it is badly needed. 

7, Etucate foreign farmers with 
simple, easy-to-understand pam- 
phiets.

Out of Furnace 


Burning of garbage in the home 
furnace will tend to damage the 
grates. Although a common prac- 
tice in many homes, the use of 
the furnace or heating boiler as 
an incinerator will shorten the life 
of the heating equipment. Acids 
from the food will drip onto the 
grates. Under the intense heat of 
the fire the corroding action of these 
acids is increased, soon pitting and 
damaging the metal parts. 

Even the upper parts of the fire 
box, and flue pipes may be corroded 
by the acid vapors, it is pointed 
out. Not only is the efficiency of 
the furnace impaired, but possible 
leaks of coal gas may result.

There are persistent reports in 
The Daily Herald—the official Soc- 
jalist paper— to the effect that the 
Conservatives badly want to get rid 
ot Winston Churchill as the party” 
leader. Undoubtedly there is great 
dissatisfaction with his intermittent 
or absentee leadership of the Oppo- 
sition, but there is one question to 
which nobody as yet has come up 
with a reasonable answer. 

It amounts to this—“Assuming 
that Churchill’s leadership is faulty 
and unlikely to lead toward success 
at the polls, just what appeal could 
the Tories make minus his dynamic 
personality?” 

As far as the Socialists go, they 
would prefer Churchill to lead the 
Conservatives at the next election, 
rather than Anthony Eden. They : 
think that the smooth-looking Mr. 
Eden might get a large share of the 
feminine vote, whereas the same 
women would be afraid of Church- 
ill taking the nation into war with 
Russia. 

Churchill recently made quite a 
come back in the House of Com- 
mons. He has had to endure a 
“hot war” with the Socialists and a 
“cold one” with many of his own 
supporters; but in the debate on the 

- gecond reading of the Steel Bill, he 
completely wee es the scene. 
tn fact when Sir Stafford Cripps 
wound up for the Government, there 
was a wild scene with only a minute 
and a half to go on the clock. 
Cripps, who had done well till that 
point, suddenly lost his head, say- 
ing that if Socialism couldn’t ac- 
complish its aims by Parliamentary 
means it. would. have to resort to 
some more violent method. It was - 

a silly and unnecessary. thing to 

say, and Churchill rose to his feet 

im a rage. 

Cripps refused to give way and 
pointed fo the clock. The place was 
in an uproar, with both sides shout- 
ite insults. Churchill’s arms could » 
be scen waving defrantly, and his 
raucous voice shouting “We are not , 
afraid of your revolution,” Mr. 
Speaker intervened and made the 
two sit down. But as soon ‘as the 
Speaker resumed his seat they were 
up like two boxers at the sound of 
the gong. 

Cripps probably did not mean any~- 
thing sinister by his mention of vio- 
lence; but the incident will un- 
doubtedly add to the Government's 
growing unpopularity. Churchill 
continued to dominate the House 

yext day and his supporters were 

1! of . enthusiasm. “ But’ they’re 
wondgring if Winston will now lose 
interest sin Parliament until some 
ether big issue comes up. The 
amount of time he Spends writing 
his Memoirs has indubitably made 
the public attitude in general to- 
wards Churchill much cooler than 
ht was a few months ago.

Car Tires Made — 
With Soap, Sugar 
Motorists can look forward to bet- 


ter tires of synthetic rubber, made 
according to new recipes employ- 


ing soap and sugar, according to al 


prominent Illinois scientist. 

The quality of GR-5, the synthe- 
tic rubber blended with natural 
rubber in all tire treads, has. bee 
greatly improved by the recent de- 
velopmient of an amazingly rapid 
‘redox” process, according to Pro- 
fessor Marvel, who directed an im- 
portant phase of the World War II 
research on synthetic rubber. 

This new method makes it pos- 
sible to manufacture rubber at 
freezing or subfreezing tempera- 
tures ok of at 212 degrees 
Fahrenheit, the conventional tem- 
perature, he said, asserting that the 
quality of GR-S and similar rub- 
bers seems to go up as the temper- 
ature goes down. 

GR-S istessentially a combination 
of two liquid petroleum com 
pounds, butadiene and styrene, 
which are made to unite (pelymer- 
ize) by a chemical stimulant (a 
catalyst). In the redox ptocess, the 
compounds are first emulsified with 
a soap, and the reaction is started 
by a type of sugar, which is called 
the activator,

Everyone knows Gracie Fields, 
“Our Gracie,” the large-hearted, 
humorous character, who interspers- 
es comedy songs with serious ones, 
sings Schubert's “Ave Maria” after 
“Turn Herbert's Face to the Wall, 
Mother!,” and gets away with it; the 
Lancashire mill girl who, with no 


pretence at being a lady or “talking 
posh” has endeared herself to mil- 
lions of people everywhere by her 
inimitable . personality and inex- 
haustible vitality. That is the 
Gracie heard on the air and seen on 
the stage. But what is she like at 
rehearsal? 

She is amazing when she is re- 
hearsing in @ radio studio; she 
works hard, never questions the pro- 
ducer’s decision, sings each song 
as many times as he wants without 
complaint, -and accepts cuts, or 
sings extra choruses , without a 
word of protest. When the orches- 
tra is reharsing alone she sits quiet- 
ly resting, sometimes pushing her 
hand through her blonde curls, or 
perhaps playing with the black beret 
she often wears. 

But when she gets to the micro- 
phone the fun begins. She will prob- 
ably go up the few stairs to the 
stage bent almost double, lifting her 
legs with her hands as she makes 
awful clicking noises to symbolize 
the creaking of her ageing joints; 
she will sing a serious song and, 
noting . somebody passing at the 
back of her, will stick out her foot 
and trip hith; she will fling out her 
arms in a graceful gesture when she 
gets the feel of a popular number 
and a moment afterwards sway 
from side to side like a woman hav- 
ing a fierce argument with her 
butcher. She cannot resist guying a 
straight number and for a really 
comic one will crush» on the beret, 
wearing it at some peculiar and 
most unorthodox angle and, letting 
herself, go at full tilt, steps back 
from the microphone and screams 
raucously “What ‘as SHE got, that 
I ‘averi't got?”

Campaign Began 


In the Kansas of 1905 there were 
too many cases of typhoid fever, 
too many deaths from it, and far 
too many flies, Residents of the 
State took flies for granted. They 
called them a nuisance, and let it 
go at that. How could any doctor 
convince them that the. insects 
carried typhoid germs, and, could 
even cause epidemics? : 

To persuade all Kansans to join 
in a war on, flies was the job of 
Samuel J. Crumbine, intrepid. To- 
peka public-health expert, who had 
learned through the Spanish-Am- 
erican War that flies meant to 
Crumbine published and 
distributed a “Fly Bulletin,” ex 


plaining the menace of te ‘inhsect. 


He advocated house screens, and 
mailed out recipes for making fly 
paper. 
A’ Slogan Born 

Then came what Crumbine calls 
“the most productive day of my 
life.” He was watching the West- 
ern League baseball clab’s opening 
of the season. With one man out 
and a runner on third base, the next 
batter came+to the plate. Excited 
fans yelled “Sacrifice fly!” When 
the batter swung and missed. the 
first ball, a tentorian voice boomed: 
“Swat that ball!” 

An idea began to emerge in 
Crumbine’s brain. “I have it,” he 


yelled. “Swat the fly!” Taking an’ 


old envelope from his pocket, he 
jotted down the slogan that was to 
sweep the country and become part 
of the American vocabulary. 

Crumbine was born in 1862 in a 
log cabin. He worked his way 
through two years of medical 
school and then hung out his 
shingle in the cow-country capital, 
Dodge City, Kansas. 

Always A Crusader 

In those days the West was the 
haven of tubercular Easterners. 
They travelled across Kansas in 
trains or wagons, bearing jugs of 
“sock ‘n’ rye,” the only medicine 
prescribed for the disease, Crum- 
bine, as secretary of the Board of 
Health, began to investigate the 
cause and transmission of the 
White Plague. 

One hot day in 1907, while riding 
a Missouri Pacific’ train, Crumbine 
went to the water cooler for a drink. 
Ahead of him was a tall, thin man 
with a racking cough, affi a tow’ 
headed 5-year-old girl The man 
filled the train’s only drinking cup 
with water and. drank. Then the 
little girl eagerly swallowed from 
the same cup. 

Crumbine was on his way to i 
vestigate a smallpox epidemic, but

Great Lake of Pitch 
Source of Unlimited 
Supply of Asphalt 


One of Nature’s strangest phea- - 
omena is Trinadad’s famous Lake 
of Pitch. During the past one hur- 
dred years or so, millions of tons 
of asphalt have been dug out from 
its surface and exported to pave 
the streets and highways of most 
of ‘the world’s principal towns and 
cities. Yet, for all this, the quantity 
of the asphalt in the lake shows no 
visible signs of dimifishing. 

Up to the present, no satisfactory 
mechanical device has been found 
for extracting the asphalt. Every 
pound taken from its 114-acre sur- 
face has to be laboriously dug out 
by hand-wielded pick and shovel. 

As the asphalt is removed ton by 
ton, pits and breakages are left im 
its even surface, Yet within a few 
days they #fe filled with new pitch, 


_ pushed up from below from some 


hidden and apparently inexhaust- 
ible source. 

The surface of this lake ig al- 
ways on the move, although ite 
movements are so slow that they 
escape the eye. Its mass turns aad 
folds over upon itself continuously. 
Sometimes it claims for its own aay 
object that may have been care- 
lessly left on its surface, and at 


' other times some ancient fossil om 


long-lost treasure that had disap- 
peared many years before is ex- 
purgated. 

It is because of this dangerous 
movement of the lake’s surface that 
the light railway which runs out 
across it to carry away the asphalt 
as it is dug has to be relaid daily, 
so that it, too, shall not sink out 
of sight. 

Scientists have, not decided om 
the origin of the lake, but they 
agree that the pitch is sufficient 
to supply the world’s needs for 
many generations, . ,

Keep improving it, certainly; but

The result was 
competing demand for capital and 
consumer goods and a strong impet- 
us to’the upward spiral of prices 
and costs. A, 
After. expressing his approval of 
the Government’s policy of oper- 
ating-at a substantial fiscal surplus, 
Mr. Gardner questioned whether 
sufficient attention was being paid 
to the control of expenditure. Gov- 
erning bodies might well be expect 
ed “to give a lead in the elimination 
from the public budget of all but 
absolutely necessary outlays.” 
This point, the speaker continued, 
took on added significance in that 
existing levels of taxation had a 
direct and adverse effect on the sav- 
ing capacity. of the public, particu- 
larly that portion of the commun- 
ity which might be regarded as a 
substantial source of venture capital. 
The president referred to the pos- 
sibility of using a flexible rate of 
interest both to stimulate saving and 
to retard the rate oi capital outlay. 
The policy of easy money had been 
developed in a period of deflation 
and unemployment, and he felt that 
there would be a definite advantage 
in introduciag a further element of 


flexibilvy* into the interest rate 
structure 
Further, he said, it was highly 


desirable that an increased propor- 
tion of corporate financing should be 
done in equity form than through 
the issue of additional debt.

Mr. Ball noted that the upward 
trend of commercial loans, which 
had reached a peak in November, 
1947, was now levelling off, and he 
regarded this as a, “constructive de- 
velopment”, In view of rising prices 
and costs many customers were- 
adopting a more cautious attitude 
in their commitments. Turning to 
other paspects of the bank's as 
policy, he showed that advances to 
the grain trade, as well as loans 
to farmers and primary producérs, 
had increased over the past year. 
The bank found great satisfaction in- 
the fact that loans under the Farm 
Improvement Loans Act had risen 
almost 50 per cent.

When 1 was accumulating my 
“daughter-to-come’s” layette some 
years ago, a fond auntie knit me 
some very simple but useful bootees. 
1 well remember what she said to 
me as | unwrapped them enthu- 
siastically, “Here are some bootees 
that. WILL stay on;- even the 
liveliest baby can’t kick these off!” 
writes Josephine Holbrook in The 
Christian Science Monitor. 

Through the years this auntie has 
“pooteed” scores of babies here in 
the North, and now that she lives 
in the South, she finds a market for 
her bootees in the shops there. . 
When | found out what truly grand 
staying-one qualities they had and 
how casy they were to make, I too 
Nearned to knit them. Here are the 
directions: ‘ 


Choice of Needles 


Use a pair of No. 2 or No. 3 
needles (according to whether you 
knit tightly or loosely) and Saxony 
weight yarn. 

Cast on 40 stitches. 

First row—knit one, purl one all 
the way across the row; knit garter 
affich for 9 ridges; knit one, purl 
one, for 1 inch. f 

Next row—knif one, put thread 
over, and knit two stitches to- 
gether and repeat across the row. 
(This is the beading.) 

Next row — knit one, purl one 
all the way across the row. 

Next row — knit 26 stitches, 
turn and knit back 12 stitches. Knit 
JUST these 12 stitches for 11 ridges 
(instep). Then pick up the stitches 
on one side of the instep and knit 
to the end of that row. 

Knit back and pick up the 
stitches on the other side of the 
instep. With all of the stitches 
now on theneedle knit 9 ridges.

How to Launder 


Fine Fabrics 


Now that our table linen is no 
longer limited to the large white 
damask tablecloths which our 
grandmothers considered the only 
thing for a lady's table, and the 
shops are full of all sorts of. en- 
ticing and colorful luncheon sets, 
doilies, runners and 680 forth, we 
must give a little thought to the 


method of’ laundering, if they are 


to retain their original attractive- 
ness. . 

White table linen may be washed 
just as other white cottons and 
linens: that is, first soak them in 
lukewarm suds, wash them in fresh 
hot suds, thoroughly rinse them and 
dry in the sun. 

For>‘colored pieces, however, un- 
less one is positive the colors are 
fast,’a little care should be taken to 
preserve the original attractiveness 
of the material, 

Just as for colored hankies the 
safe procedure is to wash all types 
of colored table linens in lukewarm 
or cool suds, tq thoroughly rinse 
them in clear, lukewarm water, roll 
in a Turkish towel to remove the 
excess moisture, immediately un- 
roll and hang to dry at once. 

Some of the thinner materials are 


' ready to iron at‘once. Articles with 


embroidery or appliqued designs 
look best if ironed on the wrong side 
over a soft pad such as several 
thicknesses of a Turkish towel. 

This makes the embroidery stand 
out and look more like new: When 
jroning linen it is important to iron 
the material until thoroughly, dry, 
as if left damp it tends to have @ 
puckered effect when dry. 

Square or oblong articles and also 
round doilies should be ironed with 
the thread of the material in order 
to keep the min shape. 

Linen table mats edged with lace 
or crochet require special care in 
jroning, The mats should be pinned 
in the correct shape to the ironing 
sheet when wet, placing the pins 
close together where the lace joins 
the linen. Iron with the point of the 
iron and keep the mat pinned out 
till the lace is quite dry. 

A lace cloth needs -careful hand- 
ling and the very mildest of soaps 
should be used for washing it in 
warm water. If washed in a wringer 
place table cloth in a bag or pillow 
case 10 prevent tearing: 

Before laundering, all tears and 
holes should be repaired, and if a 
tablecloth is going thin, the linen

should be carefully darned or backed 
with a reinforcement of linen or 
net. 

After each meal get after stains 
and spots, washing out in cold 
watef, coffee, tea and dish-gravy 
stains. Brown gravy, ice cream and 
butter stains should yield to a hot, 
soapy water washing. 

Fruit stains should be treated by 
placing the marred portions over & 
bow! and pouring boiling water from 
a kettle held at a height so that the 
water hits the stain with force. No 
matter what the stain get after it at 
once. 

If the table linen is put away 
stained—and = spotted, it will take 
much rubbing and strong agents to 
remove the spots. This will tend to 
shorten the life of your napery- 

Do not use starch on linen that 
is put away and used frequently, and 
do not use starch if the cloth is of 
linen or lace or all lace. It is Best 
not to Jaunder a really fine lace 
banquet cloth. Such pieces should 


be sent to a good dry cleaning es-- 


tablishment, 

When you put away fine napery, 
place it carefully between sheets of 
blue tissue paper. Keep the linen, 
ii possible, on a shelf of its own.

A* one-man helicopter that gives 
man something like the versatility 
-of bird flight has been invented here. 

Called the “Hoppi-Copter,” it 
consists of its own two connter: 
revolving, coaxial rotors, its engine, 
and its pilot—that’s allt 

It has no body: simply a seat aod 
a tripod landing gear beneath the 
pilot It’s a sort of motorcycle of 
the air. 

Horace Pentecost, the machine's 
inventor, returned recently from 
London to announce that the 
machine will be manufactured in 
England .and sold throughout the 
British Empire and the United 
States and possessions. 

“We could not find a suitable ¢n- 
gine for the Hoppi-Copter any where 
in America,” explained Mr. Pente- 
cost. “But in England they have half 
a dozen light engines that are suit- 
able.” 

. aa 

Mr, Pentecost explained that he 
was severely hampered in Hoppi- 
Copter development for lack of @ 
suitable engine: The one he used in 
his prototype model was 4 war- 
surplus two-cylinder engine built 
for use in robot, radio-controlled 
target aircraft. 

It is expected that the production 

~ model may have as much as a three- 
hour cruising period. 


Simple Controls 


The Hoppi-Copter will land and 
take-off in a cleared area 30 feet 
square, Its flight controls are ¢x- 
tremely simple; up with the control 
stick to fly upward, down to tly 
downward! forward, back, left or 
to right with the stick, to go in those 
directions. 

It can hover motionless in the air 
or rotate about its own vertical 
axis. Directional stability is, main- 
tained through its counter-rotating 
rotors, which prevent torque from 
reaching tlhe “fuselage” except as 
control is required. 


Multiple Uses 


Uses of the new craft will include 
patrol work along power and pipe 
lines in inaccessible areas, OVer 
forests, borders, cattle ranges, and 
along short lines- Prospectors, €X- 
plorers, and even delivery men 
could use Hoppi-Copters. 

As with other helicopters, engine 
failure poses no particular problem. 
The pilot merely puts the rotor 
blades “flat,” they windmill at ap- 
proximately normal speed, and the 
machine descends at about 15 m.p.h, 

downward speed. 

When the ground is about 15 feet 
away, the pilot gives lifting pitch to 
the rotors, and their momentum 
slows the descent to a soft landing: 
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A few minutes after the elegant 
$6,000,000 Pittsburgh post office 
was opened to the public, customers 
began complaining that there was 
no letter drop. Dismayed Postmas- 
ter Turner got in touch with the 
architects, who shamefacedly con- 
fessed. they had actually forgotten 
all about that important item. 


Use Oil Paint 
For Radiators 
When  eetien, the _ home, 


radiators should not be* refinished 
with metallic paint. 

If radiators are to be repainted, 
an oil paint should be used as it 
will ‘not reduce the radiation of heat 
to the same extent. Metallic paints 
act as insulation and reduce the 
efficiency. of the heating system. 

Finishing radiators in the same 
shade as the wall they adjoin is @ 
practice ‘growing in popularity. 
Some basic rules should he observ- 
ed, however, in painting the sur- 
faces, warns the institute- 

To prevent “blistering,” the radi- 
ators should not be hot during the 
refinishing process, and the heat 
should net be turned on until the 
enamel! or paint is thoroughly dry. 
Naturally the surface should be dry 
before starting. . 

Rust should be scraped or sand- 
papered off before starting to paint. 
A careful wash with a solvent such 
as turpentine will remove all grease 
which might prevent the finish 
from adhering properly.

Boil each acre of soil on your 
arm with steam for 85 minutes, 
then get ready to plant—and har- 
vest—from six to eight crops a 
year. The method might be worth 
the trouble even for a “victory 
garden.” It has proved practical and 
payable on un Il-acre farm near 
Edinburgh, Scotland. ' 

Steam-heated pipes pass about 
two feet below the surface to give 
the soil a warming glow, but far- 
mer David, Lowe and his three 
brothers have to work hard to keep 
the crops on their way. They are 
probably the most successful truck- 
gardening experts in the British 
Isles. 

They boil their soil in December, 
killing all vestige of weeds. David 
Lowe calls it “soil sterilization.” 
Each year, every acre is given no 
less than 100 tons of fertilizer and 
decomposed matter. The 1943 crops 
that resulted from the intensive 
treatment were greater than those 
for 1942, but the latter seem im- 
pressive enough. Here they are: 

A total of 343,695 heads of lettuce, 
945,000 turnips, 1,102,800 carrots, 


46,000 heads of cauliflower, 1,500,-s, 


leeks for transplanting, 21,960 
bunches ,or radishes (25 to the 
bunch), 271,320 heads of celery, 560 
pounds of onions, 7,517 marrows, 
1170 pounds of cucumbers, 518 
pounds of French beans, 480 bunch- 
es of mint, 2280 pounds of tomat- 
oes, six tons of rhubarb and 284 
twenty-pound bags of brussels 
sprouts.

The hot waters of Iceland are 
the only ones found in any abund- 
ance in far northern regions; a 
large proportion of them are hot 
springs rather than warm, they are 
located in the most populous and 
best agricultural areas, and what is 
of prime importance from the stand- 
point of utilization, they carry a 
smaller percentage of dissolved 
mineral matter and gases than is 
ordinarily found in springs of this 
type. This is most important be- 
cause it minimizes the amount of 
mineral scale which would be de- 
posited in the plumbing systems, 
and decreases the obnoxious odors 
#6 often attendant in such types © 
underground waters. 

Twice as large as Nova Scotia, 
Iceland is a vast volcanic pile of 
over 40,000 square miles. It is a 
young land, having been built up 
for the most part during the last 
ice age by outpourings of tremend- 
ous lava flows. Twenty of its 200 
volcanoes have been in eruption in 
modern times. The greatest of 
these occurred in 1783 when lava 
streams from Laki covered an area 
of 218 square miles and spread \a 
volume of thfee cubic miles over 
the land. 

The youthfulness of its volcanic 
activities indicates that there exist 
widespread and numerous pockets 
of molten matter which have not 
yet reached ‘the surface. This insures 
a permanency of subterranean fur- 
naces. Freshly stoked with white 
hot molten rock, these fiery pock- 
ets will heat the underground waters 
for a long time to come. 

As geological surveys are made, 
hot waters of a higher temperature 
than those now emerging at the sur- 
face will soon become available to 
transform this paradoxical land of 
ice and fire into am Arctic oasis 
where subtropical fruits and veget- 
ables will be raised the year round, 
interrupted by the vagaries of 
seasons. 


Before. long: the day may come 


when Iceland will become the hot- 
house of the world; and the only 
country where éuel will be as free 
and plentiful as the air itself.

Profit Drop 


It is always possible to find in- 
dividual companies which appear to 
be making an abnormal profit. (It's 
equally easy to point to those which 
are losing money.) On closer ex- 
amination the excessive profit often 
springs from a temporary and non- 
recurring condition, or represents 
the peak years of a feast and fam- 
ine industry. 


At other times it is- merely a 
statistical . phenomenon. For in- 
stance, a man may start a small 


busigess with a capital of $5,000 
and within a few years (or decades), 


that much in a prosperous year. To 
say his profit of 100 per cent on the 
original * investment is excessive Js 
meaningless. Yet that is often the 
basis of the distorted slogans which 
are flaunted by those who embark 
on witch hunts for profiteers. In 
their haste they ignore those enter- 
prises which have fallen by the way- 
side. 

The Canadian Manufacturers’ As- 
sotiation. recently examined the re- 
cord of profits in Canada and found 
in the figures published. by the De- 
partment of National Revenue that 
6,278 corporations reported losses in 
1945 against 20,951 which made @ 
proht ‘ 

Also. total profits after taxes in 
1939 represented 11.4 per cent of the 
national income, while in 1947 they 
were only’ 9.4 per cent. Similarly, 
dividends in’ 1939 amounted to 6.7 
per cent of thé national income, Last 
a mere 3.8 per cent. 
In other words, stockholders’ 
share the national imcome had 
shrunk by almost half since 1939.

Cactus doesn’t grow by the side 
of the road to be a friend of man. 
And yet—! 

Cactus cactus 
candy, jam, jelly, and conserves are 
sugar saving dainties of growing 
appeal. Commercially they’re mark- 
eted by mail and sold direct to 
tourists. So’ are many plant species 
on a scale running well into thowus- 
ands of dollars annually. 

Cactus canes and oddity souveairs

Nor are the fresh and 
dried cactus fruit displayed at 


. Spanish-American markets. 


Cactus pulp affords cough syrups, 
a heart medicine, and strong alka- 
loids which may have a big future 
in medicine. 

Near home cactus has long serv- 
ed as very protective hedge fencing, 
fuel, and building material. Dust 
bowl years proved its value a3 nu- 
tritious fodder; then cactus on pas-, 
ture lands enabled grass to make 
a welcome come-back. 

Rope and binder twice come from 
hennequen, a cactus. Prickly pear 
is host to cochineal insects, which 
yield a standard red dye. Silky cac- 
tus cloth, too expensive nqy, is & 
possibility for the future. 

Perfume, soaps, cleaners, water 
softener, and boiler compound are 
chief among the modern cactus 
products from which we benefit “all 
unbeknownst.” It stars at soften: 
ing water and cleaning the innards 
of radiators, heating systems, ¢fc.
